Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicants' representatives discussed the most recent office 
action. A proposed amendment to claim 38 was agreed upon by the examiner to include "computer readable storage 
medium" to overcome the 101 rejection. As concerns the prior art rejection, proposed amendments were discussed to 
distinguish the claimed invention from Wang et al. '034, primarily, the base stations of Wang et al. '034 do not 
communicate with each other directly to coordinate a hand-off by pre-designating an associate master prior to handoff. 
The applicants' amended claims in the next response would reflect this distinction more clearly and the examiner will 
consider them at that time . 
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
